||'m1llll-ll agent at the Rosebud Indian reser-
vation and served in that capacity during
the turbulant times of 1550, when Indian
uprisings were fredquent

Twenty-flve years ago he eame to Omaha
and was propristor of a drug store at
Twenty-fourth and Hamiiton streets, Dur-
|Ihs Mayvor Hemin' administration he wans
hoalth commissioner and In 1888 was & mem-
ber of the Board of Edueation,

Mrs. Haville assisted her husband at the
store and she was well known in the vicin-
ity In which the store was locanied. Bhe died
aboul two yaars ago.

MORTON WILL SOON RETIRE

Brigadier General Has One Week
More as Department Head.

FIFTY YEARS' SERVICE RECORD

- ——
Only Winfield Scott, Whom He
Helped Bary, Among General

Offlcers of Army, Served
Longer.

Brigadler Genernl Charles Morton, com-
mandant of the Department of the Mis-
sourl, will retire from the command of the
department and from active servioe in the
United States army March 18, after nearly
fifty years' life as o poldler,

General Morton has had more active serv-
lee than any 'officer In the army today,
probubly more and longer war service In
the history of the American aArmy than
any other general officer, with the ex-
ception of the late Lisutenant General
Winfleld Scott. over whose grave General
Morton fired n rifle at the time of his
burial,

The army loses, In the retirement of
Genernl Morton, the active ald of one of
Its most loyal members and staunch sup-
poriers.

He first entered the service as a private
soldier In & Missourl volunteer raglment In
1861 and served during the entire eclvil war
Appointed to the Waost Foint Milltary
academy In 1866 he was graduated thero-
from In 1889, nnd hus wsince been contin-
uwously In the service. He rose gradually
through &l the ranks of & commissionnd
offlcer of the regular establishment, reach-
ing the rank of brigadier goneral In 1907,

General Morton was assigned to the com-
mand of the Department of_the Missourl,
sucooeding Brigadier General T. F, Wint,
Qetober 12, 1907,

g Department (0o Conduct.

During this time he has conducted with
gignal success the affalra of the largest
military department. in point of troopa. in
the TUnited PBtates army, a department
which Is as large as three of some of the
other departmants comblined.

Upon taking command of the departmeni
in October, 187, General Morton's flirat duty
wis o conduct the fifteen-mile test rido
for the field officers of the department,
which neosssitated his visliing the differsnt
poats and taking & ride at each, a total of
ten rides, or 160 miles.

Leads Ninety-Mile Ride,

Two large manesuver camps of Instruction
ware held in Lthe department during 1008,
one a4t Camp Emmet Crawford, neir Fort
13 A, Husesll, Wyo, and the other at Fort
Ritey, Kan., all the arrangements for which
wore made by General Morton. The former
wns commanded by General Morton In
person, at the closs of which he conducted
the ningty-mile test ride for all fleld offl-
cers on duty at the camp.

Upon his retirn o Omaha he Immaedi-
ately went to Fort Riley, Xan, where ha
took command of a provistonal division
which had been organiged upon the termi.
nation of the mansuver camp there, and
marched It ta 8t Joseph, Mo, wheto a
military tournament was held under his
ecommand.

This was tha largest organization of
troops on so long & march ln the United
States since the olvil war, and up to that
tme the largest milltary toumament ever
held In the United Bilates,

The Des Maines Touwrnameat.

In Beptember, 186, Geperal Morton com-
manded the big military tournsment st Des
Moines, Ia, which was more compiete and
on & much larger scale than the BL Joseph

tournament of the previous year. It was
during this tournament that Presldent Taft
visited Des Moines and was accorded, un-
der General Morton's command, one of the
grandest, full dress military parades ever
witnessed in this country.

Upon the completion of this tournament
most of the (roops engaged thersln wers
marched to Omaha when the general com-
manded another large parade at the open-
ing of the Ak-Sar-Ben festival,

In October, 1908, he again conducted the
ninety-mile test ride for staff officers of
the Departmaent of the Misnouri.

Genoral Morton has besn most popular
In Omaha and his scores of friends here
will witness his retirement from the aser-
vice with the keeneat regret. He has heen
especlailly popular with the Board of Gov-
ernors of Ak-Sar-Ben, and it Is largely
through hle efforts that the last two fall
festivals have been so eminently sucoess-
ful,

Can Owniride Youths.

Few officers of the army upon retiremaont
possess the physical and mental vigar of
Genoral Morton, He can ride a horse as
great a distance and with as much euse,
but with more dignity, than a leutenant
of cavalry and when Il comes to admisis-
tering on papor the affalrs of o large de-
partmant, he is unequalled
